In  his  book  Robertson  loaded  his  ship 
with  rich  and  complacent  people  and  then  wrecked  it  on 
an  iceberg  one  cojd  April  night.

This  is 
done  by  measuring  the  speed 
of  sound  through  water,  from 
the  ocean  surface  to  the  oev^n 
floor  and  back  again.
